Stockholm, Fan.17. 0.8. 
ESTERDAY the Ceremony of Buaptizing 
the new born Prince was performed at the 
Caftle by the Archbifhop of Upfal. His 
Godfathers were the King of Sweden and 
the King of Pruffia, and his Godmothers 
the Emprefs of Ruffia, the Queen Mother of Pruffia, and 
the Princefs of Holftein, Mother to the Prince Succeffor. 
GUSTAVUS is the Name given to this young Prince. 
The King, Prince Succefiot, Senate, Heads of Colle- 
es, all the great Officers of the Crown, and the Forcign 
inifters, were prefent: In the Evening there was a 
eat Entertainment at Court, and in Town moft of the 
oufes were illuminated. Our Letters from Gotten- 
burg are ftill tilent as to the Time of the Departure of the 
Swedith Officers there; and the Report is general that 
they are all to come back again. Thefe Gentleinen on 
their Arrival at Gottenburg, found the Inhabitants of that 
> Place fo incenfed againft them, on Account of the Er- 
rand they were going upon, that for Fear of any Infult 
they kcep in a Body as much as poffible, and never ftir 
out but in large Parties. 

Berlin, Fan.22. The Articles of both Treaties of 
Peace, Reconciliation and Friendship, lately concluded 
at Drefden, were publithed and communicated to all the 
Foreign Mirifters on the 19th inftant. On the 18th the 
Duke of Weiflenfels’s Aid de Camp, Lieut. Colonel 
Vizthum, and a Captain of the Regiment of Gotha, M. 
Benuingten, arrived here from Drofien, wh'ther they 
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returned on the 20th; and the fame Day 979 Saxon Pri- 
fouers were efcorted to Barevth, in order to be reieafed 
» according to the gth Article of the afore-mentioned 
Treaty. They confift chiefly of thofe who were taken 
at the Aétion of Hennerftorff and the Surrend:r of Gor- 
litz, and there are {till near 4000 Prifoners in Town 
here. 

Berlin, Feb.1. N.S. The King of Pruffia came to 
Town Yefterday at half an Hour after 11 in the Morn- 
ing, and will return to Potzdam on the rsth inftant. He 

pofes to fet out for Pyrmont in the Month of May. 

2ron Bulow, the Saxon Minilter, who arrived here on 
the 28th paft, was prefeuted, immediately after the 
King’s Arrival, to his firft Audience. He delivered his 


new Credential Letters, and met with a very gracious 
Reception. On the 28th paft General Polentz, to whom 
the Regiment of the late General Truchfes was given, 
died at Meiffen of the Wounds he received at the Battle | 
near Drefden. 








Berlin, Feb.8. N.S. His Pruffian Majefty continues 
here in good Health. M. Klinggraff fet out on Sunday 
latt for Drefden, where he is to refide for the future. 
After the King of Pruffia’s Departure for Potzdam, which 
is fixed for the rsthinttaut, the Winter Divertions are to 
end. 

Copenhagen, Feb. 5. N.S. The King of Denmark, 
who has refted very little for feveral Nights of late, was 
more out of Ofder Yefterday than he has been at any tie 
yet; and for that Reafon the Council was omitted: But 
laft Night his Majetty flept pretty well, and finds him- 
felf To-day much better. 

Willemftade, Feb, 8. N.S. Upon the 3d inftant the 
Heffian Hufflars were embarked. in the Night of the 6th 
it blew fo hard, and the Tide was fo high, viat the Plat- 
form on the Head was wafhed away, and all Yelterday 
Morning was {pent in repairing it.
